WHAT THE RURAL SCHOOL! 

LEADS TO-THE COUNTY HIGH 

SCHOOL— THE STATE UNIVER- 
SITY. 

“We must realize that the rural 
school is not a literary poorhouse. The 
country children must have the best in 
education. They are the salt of the 
earth. The cradle of .almost every great 
man this country has produced has 
been rocked by country mothers. Un- 
less we give the country children the 
same educational advantages as are en- 
joyed by urban children, the time wtll 
come when the best of our rural popu- 
lation will seek homes in ihe towns 
and cities, which would be disastrous 
to the agricultural interests. 

Public education should supply ev- 
ery lacitlily for boys and girls to fit 
themselves for lift. There is nothing 
toog ood for the rural youth of either 
sex. The country boy and girl are the 
hope of the future, and should have 
the same educational advantages as the 
city youth all of whom have the priv- 
elege of attending a high school after 
the grammer school education is com- 
plete Tuere can be no doubt of the 
necessity of establishing high schools 
in the several counties of the States.” 
— J. H. Fuqua, Bi. Report. 

Under the new school law, approved 
March 24,1908, the County High School 
is established in the following words : 

“Wilhin two years after the passage 
and approval of this act, there shall 
he established by the county Beard of 
Education of each county one or more 
county high schools: Provided, there 
is not already existing in the county a 
high school of the first el«s ; if such 
high school already exists, and if the 
county board may be able to make such 
an arrangement with the trustees or 
board of education of said high school 
as will furnish to the pupils complet- 
ing the rural course free tuition in 
said high school, then said high school, 
may he considered as meeting the pur- 
pose of this law without the establish- 
mer.t by the board of another high 
school,” etc. 

The law is clear on this point. 

Tnere will now exist a complete sys- 
tem of public education in Kentucky: 

Rural Grammar Schools, County High 
Schools, State University and how 
many mere advatages these offer to the 
youth of the State that schools in the 
past have made. Now one may find at 
the University special training for al- 
most all occupations of life. The 
State University at Lexington offers 
courses that lead to the following de- 
grees :
